The Bill for the Reconstruction and Admisslon
ol the Siate,

The House Raconstruction Committee mat
yesterday and sgreed upon the bill for the ad-
mission of Georgia. The proposition offered
by General Butler at the previous meeting
was adopted, and he was directed to report
the bill to the House, It is the bill origi-
nally reported by the committes, with a sin-
gle mnendment. As the bill has been so
mueh changed since it was at first reported,
we append it as now agreed upon by the eom-
mittes:—

Whereas, The people of Georgia have framed and
adopted a Constitution of State government which
is republican ; and whereas, the Leglalature of Geor-
gia, elected under sald Constitntion, has ratified the
fourteenth und Afteenth amendments to the Conatl-
tution of the United States; aud whereas, the per-
formance of these several acts in £00d faith 18 a con-
dition precedent tog‘ the representation of the State

Congress ; therefore,
